MICHAEL WILL HAVE TO STAY in a 
special isolation room for a minimum of 60 
days. Average stay at the cancer center is 
100 days. 

Mr. Rebellato said his hospital insur- 
ance will run out after one month. And he 
will be forced to lake an unpaid leave of 
absence from his job as a technician at 
Baxter so he can be with Michael and 
supply him with his blood. 

So far, Michael has been treated at 
Children's Memorial Hospital in Chicago. 
"All the drugs have been tried that are 
available," said Mr. Rebellato, "and the 
bone marrow transplant is the only thing 
left. 

"They had success with this treatment. 
The only thing is Michael's age. Treatment 
seems 'to work belter with kids 5 or 6 or 
older. The chance for success and long 



term survival is about 20 percent. But that 
is better than nothing." 

"The transplant will be a failure if all the 
leukemia cells are not killed," Mr. 
Rebellato said. After treatment with 
radiation and drugs, the transplant will 
take place. Michael's brother, Johnny, will 
be put under general anesthesia and a 
needle will be used to draw bone marrow 
from five or six places in his body. 

Johnny's bone marrow will be inserted 
into Michael, where it will hopefully 
replace the marrow which was killed. 

There also is a possibility of rejection of 
the donor's ■ bone marrow. This is 
something the family will have to live 
wiih. 

"The rejection could happen in six 
months or in a year," said Mr. Rebellato. 

"The t real mem is very risky, but the 
only thing Mikey has left and we're going 
io try if," he said.

In 2*k weeks, on Saturday, Dec. 10, voters in both the 
village and township will be asked to approve 
referendums for a new safety building, housing the 
Antioch fire department and rescue squad. 

The reasons why a new safety building is necessary, and 
what it will mean to the community, are outlined in 
another story in today's paper. '

Perhaps you've heard those sirens late at night and, in 
the comfort of your TV chair or bed, realized that other 
men were darting from their homes to help whoever was 
in trouble.

the Pfarr Corner 

We're glad the coffee pot's always on

Since coming lo Antioch four football seasons ago one of 
our regular news sources has been Roy Nelson. 

In our 70 or 80 years, of- covering sports (well, it seems 
that long) we have worked with a lol of football coaches 
bin never with as fine a gentleman as Roy Nelson. 

Since learning of his resignation as varsity coach last 
week several of his former players, and parents of his 
players, have expressed I he tremendous respect ihey 
have for the way he treated his athletes. 

WE'RE GOING TO MISS working with Coach Nelson, 
but fortunately the job apparently will be filled by one of 
his assistants. First-class people surround themselves 
with first-class assistants, and that's what Antioch High 
School has in its coaching department, thanks to Athletic 
Director Ward Lear and Mr. Nelson. 

We want lo start telling you about the "touch of class" 
we feel Roy Nelson has brought to the Antioch High School 
football program in the last 16 years. But first we have to 
mention the subtle sense of humor he wields to gel his 
messages across. 
For example, he told the school board last week that 

some of his strongest competition in the past several 
' years came from General Motors, Pabst Blue Ribbon and 

Salem cigarettes in the task of making mature athletes 

and young men of his football players. 

Because the high school has an adminisi ration and 
school board that appreciates Mr. Nelson's ability to 
express the truth, they included that statement in the 
press release about his resignation; A lot of school hoards 
and administrators might have quavered and squelched 
the allusion.. 

YEARS AGO, ANTIOCH wasn't the best place in which 
to coach a football team, -Mr. Nelson told us. There were 
fights, as in other towns. 

"Sometimes we had to back the bus right up to the, 
football field to get the players in after the game," he said/ 

"Win, lose or draw, I think we've come a long way,"

resignation with deep regrel," Superintendent Warren 
Poliey said. "We thank him for his many years of service 
and are urging him to remain in the program." 

Coach Nelson's teams won conference championships in 
1968 and 1972. The 1972 team included his son, Rick, a 
defensive halfback who later became an Ail-American 
college wrestler at Western Illinois University. . 

Two years ago, in 1975, the "experts" figured Antioch 
would finish close to last in (he conference, but. the 
Sequoits were amazing. They' scored one upset after 
another and went into the final game against Grant, at 
Fox Lake, with a chance to tie for the championship. 
Grant was undefeated and beat Antioch 28-13 in a 
hard-fought game played in a driving rain on a field of 
mud that resembled the battlefields and trenches of World 
War I. - 

ANTIOCH FINISHED the season with a 7-2 record. It is 
also important, in retrospect, that the 1977 team won its 
last two games by scores of 39-12 and 31-0. Those were Roy 
Nelson's last two games as a varsity coach. 

But he Won't take the credit. After that stunning 7-2 
record of two years ago, Grant's coach, Darrell Baxter,, 
said the conference doesn't give a "coach of the year" 
award but, if it did, it should go to Antioch *s Roy Nelson.

Safety Building is joint venture 



"A new and innovative procedure" to 
the construction of public buildings will be 
undertaken on Saturday, Dec. 10, when 
voters in two municipalities - the village 
of Antioch and the First Fire Protection 
District of Antioch township - will each be 
asked to approve bond issues in the 
amount of $650,000. 

The two bond issues will be applied to the 
construction of a new fire and safety, 
building in the village to provide the 
facilities needed to serve both the village 
and the fire protection district. 

The building would be owned and 
maintained jointly by the village and the 
fire district/ ■ -. . 

"THIS EXAMPLE OF TWO munici- 
palities pooling their resources in order to 
provide the best available service is 
encouraged by the 1870 state constitution," 
said Harold Warren, municipal finance 
consultant from Deerfield, who is working 
with Antioch on the project. "Often 
communities do not have the resources 
individually to provide the quality of 



service required to cope with all 
emergency situations, whether it, be lire, 
tornado, flood or an epidemic," Warren 
said. 

. "By means of intergovernmental co- 
operation, the high cost of these services 
can be spread over the area receiving the 
service in a more equitable manner," he 
said.

one ambulance for emergency services to 
the area. The rescue squad is also in need 
of additional space- for training and 
education, village officials point out. 

The -fire protection district, with a 
population of approximately 15,000, covers 
all of Antioch township~excepl the village 
and the area west of the Fox River. 

THE ASSESSED VALUATION of the 
fire protection district is about $43 million 
compared to $23.5 million for the village. 
, The village has been providing fire 
protection services to the fire district 
under a contract which calls for payments 
of a rental fee, a dispatch charge and an 
hourly rate for responding to calls within 
the township. 

This method of cooperation in the past 
will form the basis foraTuture cooperation 
agreement. , 

The bonds of the village and of the fire 
protection district would both be paid over 
a 15 year period. i 

THE TAX RATE REQUIRED for bond 
payment in the village of Antioch would be 
approximately 10c per $100 of assessed 
valuation higher than the existing bond tax 
rate. 

A property owner in the village assessed 
at $10,000 would pay $10 more per year 
over and above the present tax. 

All general obligation bonds in the 
village will be paid in 1978 an the new 
bonds will not be subject to payment until 
1079. \ , 

The (ax rate required for bonds in the 
fire district would be approximately 13.3c 
per $100 of assessed valuation. The 
taxpayer assessed at $10,000 in the fire 
district would pay $13.30 per year for the 
new fire and rescue squad building.
